Please delete the title "SEMICONDUCTOR OPTICAL DEVICE HAVING 

QUANTUM WELL STRUCTURE AND MANUFACTURING METHOD THEREOF," and 
insert in its place -A METHOD OF MANUFACTURING A LIGHT EMITTING DEVICE 
WITH A DOPED ACTIVE LAYER--. 

The application has been amended in the claims as follows: 

Cancel claims 1-10, which are drawn to a non-elected invention. 

In line 2 of claims 1 1 and 14, please insert ":" after the word "comprising." 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 11 and 14-16 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
With respect to claims 1 1 and 15, the prior art of record neither anticipates nor 
renders obvious all the limitations of the base claim 1 1 , including: wherein a film-forming 
gas used for forming the Group II nitride semiconductor layers is purged, and next, said 
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light emitting layer is formed. Claim 15 depends from claim 11, and thus is also 
allowed. 

With respect to claims 14 and 16, the prior art of record neither anticipates nor 
renders obvious all the limitations of the claim, including: wherein the step of forming 
said light emitting layer includes a step of forming well layers and barrier layers 
alternately, and said doping gas is introduced at the time of forming said barrier layers. 
Claim 16 depends from claim 14, and thus is also allowed.
